Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a gallium nitride compound device, classified 
in class 257. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to a method for producing a gallium nitride 
compound, classified in class 438. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that 
the process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, t he product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process, e.g. the 
method of maintained at a temperature greater than 350 degrees. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all 
these inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and there would be a serious search and examination burden if 
restriction were not required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
